referring to the tnodero survivals of the 
ancient rites still apparent in many of our 
modern popular customs, and. the fact that 
many of our * religious ideas, and cur: most. 
cherished rites can only ‘find their full 
explanation in the claborate ceremonies 
once practiced in Asia Minor and Syria. 
The moet widely spread of. these are those 
eounected with the death and resurrection 
of Adonis. Adonis the young and hand- 
tome, the heloved of Aphrodite, whe was 
slain by the cruel dart of winter, but whom 
out of pity the Gods permitted 
again on condition that he should: spend 
“the half of each year amonyst the shades 
in Hades. Dr. Frazer quotes’ Bonwe’s 
ballad of “ John Barleycorn” as a modern 
instauce of the survival of the old myth —

For sometime past the position of Buropeans 
in Morceco bax heen growing more und more 
precarious, while acta of vinkenoe on the info!

Ove of their first intenticns 
is to address a petition to the powers that be, 
praying them fo abolish the unjust practice 
which comrels terants to payment in adsarce, 
It iy ealeulated that this venge—for. it is only a 
neape— brings inte the peckets of the proprietors 
of the 86,000 houses in Paris about £250,040 ib 
interest every year, and it ix proposed that this 
abuse ebould be done away with, The landlords 
are not content with insisting that the apart- 
ments shall be furnished with furniture 
representing more 
they insist, in addition, that the rent shall be 
paid before it is gue. This meacs that ‘the 
Paris landiord always bas three months’ rent ip 
his bands, while ip some cases he baw a8 
many as tix.

Of course, the wise 
shareholder, when: directors tuke up this 
misound line of policy, takes bia bonus, and 
having got it, romoves his shareliolding into 
ereas Where greater conservatism prevails. 
But logic is not the strong point with the 
shareholder when a bonus on a sharo issue is 
concerned, He is full of joy, for the time 
being. Only it is financially saddening when 
bonking directors (eke up with a class of 
finance best left to the bnn-shope. The 
Chartered -Bank-of India is another great

+The Shanghai correspondent af the Times 
writason Feb, 20th ~The recent impanchment 
of Tang Shao-yi by reactionary officials,and the 
consequent isauenf two imperial dicts o-osuring: 
him “ for self-anfliciency and the emyloyment. of 
unsuitoble person," are matters of much wider 
interest and importunce than usually attach to 
{7 such events in the Chinese political world, 
For Tang Shao-yi is reergnia-d by bis couutry- 
men.as representiog something more than the 
progressive tendencies which, in his official 
eupacily, have coucentratad upon him the open 
enmity of the literati. Ho is first and foramost, 
a Cantonese, the accopted leader of his enor. 
getic and cspable fellow provincials, and, as 
such, an object of attack by the Humanese party 
at the capital. A stanch advocate of modern eda- 
cation and administrative reform, be is, at the 
game (ime, an avowed supporter’ of the 
policy of China for the Chiness, and therefore 
usually in eonfiict with ove or mora of the 
Legations, Finally, as the chiof honchmanand 
adviser of the Voaroy Yuas, he stands in 
ublic opinion and tho Pr-ss of the Treaty 
Barts for the Chines, as opposed to Manchu, 
influences in public affairs Wheo wa remem- 
bar that the cureer of the bighest officials in 
China is still made or marred by a strake of the 
Vermition Pencil, and reflect in what unfathom- 
ved depths of Oriental intrigue, plot, and passion 
{that Pencil is dipped, tha recent diets (wbich 
{parotically repudints the solama promise of 
{administrative reform madly by the ‘lbrone a 
few weeks before) case to be matter for 
basionishment, Ia'a Inud where the eupidity 
of. a prinoeling or the hatred of a sunuch 
cau turn tha wheel of Govaroment faster 
than all tho activities of a Viceroy, the 
wonder is rather that an official 
‘Tang Shao-y', the advceita of principles 
contrary to all orthodox Mandaria mothods, | 
should have risen to such high ploce. That be! 
has done 9% proves, I thiak, that the Court 
recognizes in the forces which be represents 
a power to be reckoned with and, if possible, 
eoociliated, Hia patriotism, a3 shown in 
dealings with foreigner, bas undoubtedly stood 
him in goot stead even with his enemies, his 
attitude in the Manchurian negotiations, i: the 
Customs affiir, aad in regard to railway 
concessions appealing strongly to public opinion.

Nevertheless the storm broke ; all the powers 
of Culestial officinidom raged and stormed, and 
the Throne, recognizing the situation, performed 
one of itaaceustomed volle-face, remaved Shih 
Char-chi from the Board of..Communications, 
and seserely censured Chang Po Hai and Taog 
Shao-yi; its President -and Vice-Prosidunt, 
which act of reparation is accapted by the 
fluttered dovecotes of the capital to mean that 
clasgietl scholars of the orthodox type will 
continne to be. eligible for technical poate 
without special education or training. . 
The published memorial denouncing Tang 
Shaoc-yi—the number of those unpublished is 
legion—bears the name of Me Chi-chang, a 
Hanlin and “ fapositor of Literature to H. a. 
the Emperor,” but it is knowa to. have baen 
inspired by the Grand Councilor Chii Hang-ohi, 
a prominnnt loader of fhe Hunanesa party. It 
is @ frank exposition of the oonsorvative: 
attitude, of their hoatility to modern education 
and to the Cantonese, combining bitter porsoual 
invective with professed solicitade for the 
welfare of the State. It evades all questions 
of the fitness of Shib Ubao-chi for his post, and 
makes no reference te the reform Edict which 
justified, it, but denounces Tang Shao-yi for 
advancing men of his own clique and family 
(Shib’s wifa is the dunghter of a distant rala- 
tive of Tang Shao-yi), An indication. of the 
Throne’s dificult position may bs gathored from 
the fact that the Hdicta of conaure neither 
afford Tang Shao-yi the customary opportunity 
ef memorializing in bis own defence nor 
order avy inquiry into bia alleged. offences. 
Yo the other hand, be ia “treated with 
leniency,” and stlowad to retain office in tho 
Waivwupa and Board of Communications, 
Prior to the memorial of Ma Chi-chang, 
Tang Shao-yi had been dovounoed at on Im- 
perial. audience by Liang Ting-fun, an emissary 
of the’ Viceroy Chang Chih-tung, whose support 
of the reactionary movement took the form of 
antagonism {to the foreign education movement, 
and vigorona support of Confucian learning, 
with results that hive been recorded in recent 
ediots, raising the sag to the bighost rang in the 
oational Pantheon, aad subordinating Wostern 
learnizg: to the classics in the national schools. 
The ‘co-opzration of Cuan Chih-taog, with 
Cli Hung-chi, the one saimated by motives 
of simple couservativva, the other by hatred of 
the Cantonese, and their combined attack on 
Tang Shao-yi, dats from the Nanchang cage;
